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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-12, 14-19 and 21 are presented for further examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-12, 14-19 and 21 are allowed. 

As per claims 1-4, 6-9, 11-12 and 14-19, specifically independent claims 1,14 
and 19, the prior art of record fails to teach a computer implemented method for tuning 
feed forward compensation parameters, wherein the compensation parameters 
comprises at least one parameter from the group consisting of an acceleration, 
Coulomb friction, viscous friction and a constant offset feed forward gain, in combination 
with the other claimed features and or limitations as claimed by the claimed invention. 

As per independent claim 21 , the prior art of record fails to teach a system for 
tuning feed forward compensation parameters wherein a feed forward tuning unit 
utilizes a finite state machine, in combination with the other claimed features and or 
limitations as claimed by the claimed invention. 

The closest available art appears to be U.S Patent No. 6,850,806, U.S. Patent 
No. 6,865,499, U.S. Patent No. 6,859,747 and U.S. Patent No. 6,470,225; all issued to 
the same Inventor as well as Assignee of the instant invention.
